On Suppofition, Affairs have been brought into 
the preſent Poſture, as the natural Iſſue of d:/honeſt 
and mjudicious Management; the ſevereſt Cenſure, 
and the heavieſt Puniſhment are ſomewhere undoubt- 
edly due. I likewiſe readily allow, that if the 
preſent Situation ought to be efteem'd unhappy, 
and ariſes from Overſight, it will not admit of Ex- 
cuſe.

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pects, or deſires, to be forgiven the leaſt Over. 
Febt, in the capital Parts of Negotiation. I am 
ſomewhat confident, that no Expectation of this 
Kind ever enter'd the I howht of thoſe Gentlemen, 
who are ſuppoſed now to fit at the Helm: Nor, 
laſtly, can the Appearance be properly aſcribed 
to Accident, or Chance. To aſcribe incidental Ap- 
pearances to Chance, even in low Life, and daily 
common Occurrences, 1s generally a vulgar Error, 
and the Effect of Lazineſs, in the Diſquiſitions of 
Mankind, which a narrower Intuition eaſily re- 
duces to a Solution from ſecondary Cauſes. Moſt 
Incidents owe themſelves to the Prudence, or Im- 
- prudence ; to the Diligence, or Inactivity of Men, 
rendring ſuch Events capable of finding a Place ; 
much leſs are the Incidents of State, and Na- 
tional Government, imputable to this imaginary 
"Cauſe. Theſe almoſt conſtantly flow from a Train 
and Series of Action. Whether of an unhappy, 
or happy Kind, they depend on certain Premiſes, 
neceſſarily directing themſelves to this Iflne, 
Now, if the Account of Things, which, at 
preſent, exerciſes the Publick, be true, that the 
Affairs of Euroye are evidently poſtpon'd, and 
reſer d to the Meeting of the ENOLIsH ParLia- 
MENT, I conceive, it muſt be fair to acknowledge, 
that the ſame is the defirable Conſequence. of former
